Whenthis newes was firſt anun- 
tiated, it cauſed alacrity in all our friends, and 
we prayed tor the ſucceſſe of your good deiigne. 
But hearing ſ:nce of your in2uſptcious misfor- 
tune to be diſplaced with ſuch ind:gnity, it hath 
cauſed no little griefe unto us all :.yet {till bee 
couragiou-,be ft11l magnanimous, and reſolve to 
vindicate the abſurd abuſe of the Citie: For my 
part, I ſhall tor this cauſe more violently pro- 
ſecute the Proteſtants here ; and withall I ſhall 


ro the uttermoſt of my power ſend you ſome 


auxiliary. aſſiſtance : inthe meane time bee con-

Zansford;they beganto fuſpet lorme- 
ching in the ſamezin regard that he was a\Papift, 
and of a malicions.and bloudy minde,, and with- 
all, the times being {o troubleſome, and full of 
perill : wherefore they broke it open 1mmedt- 
ately,and reading ſuch treacherous lines inclu-- 
ded therein, to the tenor of thoſe words afore- 
mentioned, they by the conſent of ſome friends, 
preſented the ſame to the Parliament, where it 
was read to the ſtupendious amazement of them 
all.
